Paul Erwin, brother of Captain 
Erwin, was an 
aviator 
instructor 
during the war. He died in 1921. 


San Franciseo, Cal., Aug. 20—(U.R) 
— F ear that Captain William P. E r­ 
win’s brave gesture to find the mis­ 
sing Dole flight aviators had ended 
in 
tragedy today sent 
warships 
speeding toward the position where 
his monoplane, “ The Spirit of D al­ 
la s ” had last been reported. 
Dawn found the U. S. S., Laval - 
lette steaming at full speed to where 
sputtering radio signals bad dram a­ 
tically told of tail spins into which 
the monoplane had plunged while 
090 miles at sea on 
an attempted 
flight from Oakland to Honolulu. 


It was not definitely known, how­ 
ever, that the plane was down. 
No word of the lost planes Golden 
Eagle and Miss Doran had been re ­ 
ceived. 
Banks of 
mist 
surrounding 
the 
West Sequana on 
the mid-Pacific* 
early today prevented searching the 
surface of the ocean at the position 
wher she reported at 1 :20 a. m., she 
had seen a signal flare. 
“ Wo are continuing to stand b y ,” 
she reported to the federal telegraph 
company station here. 
‘ A\ ill 
start 
the search 
when 
visibility 
im­ 
proves. ” 
Th<* steamship West Sequana re ­ 
ported bv radio to the federal tele­ 
graph company here at 2:17 a. m., 
todav that a flare had boon sighted 
in latitude 
37.32

The flare, seen at midnight, was 
not reoorted, said the message. The 
W est Seouann. outbound for Shang­ 
hai, was standing by. The position 
given in the communication was 19S 
mites west of San Francisco.

could have gown down at that place. 
Meanwhile shins raced to the p o ­

been futile. 
The first information that some­ 
thing had gone wrong came 
in the 
form of an “ S. O. S .” which 
was 
almost instantly followed with “ de­ 
lay th at we came out of the 
tail 
spin O. K., hut we sure got scared. 
It was sure a close call. Thought 
it 
was all over, hut came out of it. The 
lights on the instrument 
went out 
and Bill couldn’t see the wings.” 
Ju st as those ashore were b reath ­ 
ing easier a fte r the suspense this re ­ 
assuring message was followed by a 
b rie f: 
“ Wo are in another— . ” Tt broke 
off suddenly. 
Since then fears th at the second 
supposed tail spin had resulted dis­ 
astrously has increased 
with each 
passing hour. 
Radio operators who had copied 
the 
plane’s 
messages 
throughout 
yesterday 
afternoon 
and 
evening 
were startled by the sudden term in­ 
ation. Ti m eant either th at the piano 
had crashed into the sea or th at the 
radio antenna had been ripped off.

Present indications are that the 
tax rate in Rushville city 
will 
be 
forty-four cents higher next 
year 
than it is this year. The anticipated 
combined levies for 11)28 amount to 
$3.20 and ins year the rate 111 
the 
city is $2.70. 
jDilierent taxing officials are 
re­ 
sponsible for the increase, ail 
con- 
tnuutm g to it with the exception of 
the township trustee, the rates paid 
in Rushville— township tax and poor 
relict—and lixed by him, apparent­ 
ly will not be raised for next year. 
Almost hall of the forty-four cent 
increase is tacked on by the Rush­ 
ville city administration, which will 
ask about twenty-one cents more on 
the $100 to pay next 
year’s 
bills. 
P a rt of this increase is due to 
the 
Hodges Branch enclosure, 
which 
must be paid for next 
year, 
and 
small increases in city departments, 
such as an 
appropriation 
for 
an 
automobile for the police 
depart­ 
ment. 
As a matter of fact, the budget 
prepared by the 
council 
iuesday 
night provided for an increase of odh 
cents, but this can he reduced when 
the budget is linally lixed and 
the 
tax rate adopted, because the coun­ 
cil did not have ail the information 
needed to 
act 
intelligently. 
Since 
that meeting it has been found that 
$1,509,335 in taxa'bles has been add­ 
ed to the city taxable value by the 
assessments on banks and public 
service corporations. 
The estimated total 
of 
taxable 
property in the city for next year is 
thus raised to $7,855,800, which 
is 
only $103,015 less than this year. 
Although lower valuations will make 
a slight difference, this item is al­ 
most negligible. Twenty-one 
cents 
on the present tax rate will 
raise 
$10,497.18 more. A rate of $1.28 in 
the city, on the basis of 
available 
figures on assessments, will 
raise 
$100,554.24, and 
inasmuch as 
the 
city’s budget calls for 
$100,890, 
there can not he much hope of the 
rate going under this figure. 
In making its budget, it is said 
that the city took into consideration 
probable 
street 
paving 
expenses. 
This year the city will be to 
some 
expense in preparing for the paving 
of Harrison street 
and 
the north 
end of Perkins street. This expense 
will show up in the taxpayers’ bills 
next year, because these two streets 
being added to the gravel road bond 
and interest fund levy for next year 
raises the rate to twenty cents, an 
increase of seven cents. 
Other increases which will be felt 
throughout the county, and also fig­ 
ure in the county 
seat 
taxpayers’ 
(hills, come in the form of tive cents 
tacked on the grav<*l 
road 
repair 
fund by the county 
commissioners 
and ei^ht cents put on the 
county 
tax rate by the county council. The 
council’s reason for this addition is 
that the county lias been “ robbing 
Peter to pay P aul” for so long that 
the surplus in the county fund 
is 
completely exhausted. 
The 
county 
budget contains comparatively 
few 
additions. There is an item of $3,- 
500 for T. B. eradication, which 
is 
compulsory when the 
petition 
is 
signed by a given number of 
tax­ 
payers. The council cut all requests 
for new bridges except one, and the 
commissioners maintain that 
sev­ 


eral new bridges should be 
built 
next year. 
Another thing that must be tak­ 
en into consideration also, in 
the 
making of county-wide 
levies 
and 
township levies, is the loss of ap ­ 
proximately four million dollars in 
taxables for next year through 
the 
reduction in farm land values 
and 
the loss of one million dollars due 
to lower personal property 
assess­ 
ments. 
As the tax values go down, 
of 
course, the rates go up. This is an 
infallible rule of taxation. Neither 
the value nor the rate alone deter­ 
mines the amount of taxes paid. It 
is the amount of money spent 
that 
fixes the taxes which are levied. Val­ 
uations and rates are merely means 
to the end. Farmers whose land a s­ 
sessments were reduced fifteen per 
cent by the state tax board will pay 
on smaller appraisements, but their 
rates will be raised and they 
will 
have to absorb some of the 
loss, 
along with all other taxpayers.

ASHINGTON — These recur­ 
rent rumors that Governor 
A1 Smith will not seek the Demo­ 
cratic 
presidential 
nomination 
probably are inspired by hope. 
The truth seems to be that with 
William G. McAdoo pushed pretty 
well out of the picture, many 
Democrats — especially 
In 
the 
south— feel that their brethren 
who have supported Smith should 
also eliminate the governor in the 
interest of party harmony. 
What happened was that the 
southern 
Democrats, 
realizing 
that no good would come out of 
a repetition of the Madison Square 
Garden mess of 1924, decided that 
the party must start with a cleap 
slate, so that chances of a suc­ 
cessful campaign would not be 
ruined 
by 
bitter warfare over 
prohibition or religion. 
They practically disowned Mc­ 
Adoo as the candidate of the “dry, 
Protestant south,” no doubt much 
to McAdoo’s disgust, but it does 
not appear that they obtained any 
promise from the Smith folks to 
do as much on their side of the 
fence. 
v 
Smith Has Largest Following 
The 
trouble 
was 
that 
the 
greater 
part 
of 
the 
McAdoo 
strength was enlisted in behalf 
of a cause, while the bulk of the 
Smith 
strength 
was 
attracted 
more 
by a 
personality. 
Thus, 
southern and western Democrats 
could discard McAdoo and choose 
another standard-bearer with few 
regrets, but the northern Demo­ 


crats might be expected to fight 
to the last ditch for Smith. 
The 
general 
result 
of 
the 
change in the Democratic lineup 
is that while a majority of the 
party may prefer someone other 
than 
Smith, 
the 
governor can 
command a much larger bloc of 
delegates at the next convention 
than any other candidate. 
It will be much more difficult 
for the bone dry and anti-Smith 
people to organize behind any one 
candidate than if they had all de­ 
cided to stick with McAdoo. Un­ 
doubtedly 
there 
will 
be 
many 
aspirants for the McAdoo mantle, 
ranging all the way from Senator 
Carter Glass to Senator J. Thomas 
Heflin. 
Two-Thirds Rule In Way 
In a half-doten representative 
southern states the plan now is to 
elect uninstructed delegates. Sev­ 
eral 
delegations 
may 
vote 
for 
favorite sons on the flrst two or 
three ballots, but they will be all 
set to hop onto the first band­ 
wagon that inspires their enthu­ 
siasm. The Smith leaders see in 
this situation a chance to pick up 
a healthy assortment of delegates 
from southern states, 
but this 
factor seems likely to be negligi­ 
ble. Such delegates will be unin­ 
structed, but precautions are be­ 
ing taken to see that they are also 
dry. 
If it were not for the two-thirds 
rule, Smith might well hope to 
crash over to victory in the early 
balloting. 
But 
the 
two-thirds 
rule will surely be m aintain ed and 
it seems likely that it will throttle 
Smith's ambitions.

Jimmie Walker, now serving a life 
sentence in Die Michigan City pri­ 
son for murder, are wonderin'.; whet

crimes by sav ing lives as a physician 
and surgeon. 
Walker, who 
was 
hardly 
more 
than a boy at the time, sixteen years 
ago conspired with Rufus 
Warren, 
another Anderson 
youngster, 
to 
hold up and rob a pawn shop here. 
They were caught in tin* act. W ar­ 
ren escaped, and Walker also shot 
his way to temporary freedom, kil­ 
ling Patrolman Virgil Kirkman 
in 
his flight. 
Another attempt to capture 
the 
killer resulted in the death of John 
Ellis, Alexandria police chief, 
but 
Walker w a s surrounded and captur­ 
ed in a barn near Frankton a few 
da vs later. 


Both Walker and 
Warren, 
who 
was also captured were tried 
and 
sentenced to life imprisonment and 
Anderson had almost forgotten the 
pair until stories began coming from 
the prison recently telling of Walk­ 
er’s wonderful ability as a pV sieian 
and surgeon. 
According to the 
report 
Walker 
made the best of« things at the pri­ 
son, became a trusty and served as 
assisant in the hospital, lie worked 
hard, and little by little became 
so 
efficient that doctors at the institu­ 
tion began calling on him for emer­ 
gency surgical assistance. 
“ If Jimmie could get out of pri­ 
son and could attend a medical col­ 
lege for a few years he would be­ 
come one of America’s finest 
sur­ 
geons,” said one man who is fami­ 
liar with conditions at the 
prison. 
“ His nerves are of 
steel 
and 
his 
knowledge of medicine and surgery 
is probably equal to that of many 
successful surgeons. If Jimmy had a 
chance now he would live to have 
the respeet and honor of the world.”

The increase in rates sought by

The exehanse there is man- 
iml, while in Rushville and Glenwood 
the exchange and equipment are au- 
tomatic. 


In view of the fact that the in- 


crease was not cranted for Milroy, 
the board of directors of the tele- 
phone company will no doubt abolish 
any plans for improving this part of 
the system, as they had contempla- 
ted in the near future of making the 
entire system automatic, but showed 
that such could not be accomplished 
until the central office equipment in 
Rirshville had been modernized. 


Under the new rates, which were 


sought on the grounds that new 
equipment was required at once to 
replace the present sytsem 
which 


has been in operation 20 years, it 
was pointed out that the annual re- 
turn will be $54.785.80. as compared 
with $48,331.25 under the present 
rates.

tributing to it with the exception of 
the township trustee. The rates paid 
iu Uushvilk.—township tax and poor 
rcliel:—and lixcd by aim, apparent- 
ly will nut be raised i'or next year. 


Almost hali oi' the iorty-i'our ceiit 


increase is lacked on by the liush- 
villc city administration, which will 
ask. aoout twenty-one cents more on 
the $100 to pay next year's bills. 
Part of this increase is due to the 
liodges Branch enclosure, 
which 


must be paid for next year, and 
small increases in city departments, 
such as an appropriation' i'or an 
automobile for the police depart- 
ment.
